They Took Thelr British Prisoners With
Them—Gen, Cronje Reports Small Losses
in Spite of British Accounts ot a Terrifio
Bombardment of His Camp-tien. De

Wet Says He Repulsed the British at
Petrusberg, Where a Battle Was FEx-
pected—=No Official British News for

Three Days—Nothing Heard From Buller.

Loxpox, Feb, 23,—~All British accounts agree
fn stating that Commandant Cronje's army Is
suffering martyrdom under the most frightful
bombardment that the ingenulty of man ever
fnflicted, The surrender of the Boars at
the moment it was demanded by Gen. Kiteh-
ener, when the British hosts had completed
their fatal chain around them, would prob-
ably have meant a deathblow to the Boer
cause. The road to Bloemfonteln would
have been left open, and the whole of the
Orange Free Btate would have been at the
mercy of tha invaders. Two or three days’ de-
Jay might enable part of Gen., Joubert's army
and other Federal forces to assemble and offor
effactiva resistance to the British advance by
establishing a second line of defence, which
bad long been planned. Commandant Cronje
and his brave men simply decided to throw
themselves beneath the wheels of the British
Juggernaut in order to purchaso this brief de-
lay at the expense of thelr lives.

Not this nor any other age can show a
sublimer deed which has awakened the ad-
miration of even the Doers' enemies, The
whole world will pay tribute to this exhibition
ol valor which is one of tho grandest that the
century has witnessed.

The situation as hitherto deseribed in the de-
spatches to I'mE SUN was that obtaining to
Wednesday morning, since when there has
been ne news from any source, and what has
happened during the past three days can-
not even be guessed at. There is, however, a
strong probability that large Boer refatorce-
ments have arrived in the neighborhood of
Commandant Cronje's laager and that
the operations extend far bevond Koodoos-
rand. Froma two sources there is mention
of Petrusberg asa battlacentre. The first men-
tion of this place was contalned in THE SUN'S

It is reported that M. Leon, the agent at
Protoria of tho 8chnelders, the makers of the
Creuzot guns, who was wounded by a British
“snipe” shot while ho was directing the flre of
the Boer 100-pounder upon Kimberlev, died
on Feb, 18, M. Leon, according to a letter
from Col, Villebois Mareuil which is printed in
Paris, was the principal director of the
artillery and enginecring departments of the
Transvaal. Gen, Joubert delegated to him
complete authority as regards the artillery,
and he had uequired the reputation in the
Boer camps of possessing almost supernatural
power,

Tho Standard editorially says that Com-
mandant Cronje’s resistance is an astonishe
ing example of stubborn endurance, It is
urged that the Boer leader deserves blame
tor wasting the lives of his soldiers since
he must now Lknow that the struggle
is hopeless, It may be o, but the paper says,
“aven if we shudder at the eruel sacrifice we
ecannot refuse to admire its magniflleent
heroism. It gives us a new view of Boer
determination.”

The hroniele says: "It s impossible to with-
hold a tribute of admiration for the iron reso-

Jution of a commander who flghts a
losing battle against such odds,”  The
paper, however, qualifies its tribute by |

expected to take place to-day. De Wet
t Jographed vesterday from Patrusberg that
n!!l was quiet except for several cannon shots
anlsmall skirmishes. Yesterday evening the
British stormed the federal positions as far as
the Schanzes (rifle pits and intrenchments),
but were driven baek.

“\ message has been received from Cronje
to the effect that his loss yesterday was four-
teen killed and wounded, De Wet's loss was
nil during the fighting in which he was eu-
gaged.

Commandant Frontemann reports that from
Fab. 16 until yesterday he was nlmost sar-
rounded by the British at Modder River, and
that he then, with a small numbor of men,
broke through the lines. “On Bunday there
was heavy Nghting,” he says. “The British pre-
pared to seize the Boer laager, together with
the fighting General. Wo were surrounded
by 25,000 British flve miles from our chief

Jaiger, but at nizht we cut our way
through with a loss of seven killed and
exteon wounded, The logs on the Dritish

side was heavy. Yesterday we were compelled
to cut our way through im order to reach De
Wet,who was in the neighborbood, Fifty-three
prisoners taken formerly have bean sent on,

“A report has been received that the British
eontinuously attacked at Koodoesrand yesters
day with infantry and lancers, but were driven
back.”

Petrusberg is nearly twenty miles =outh-
east of Koodoes Rand Drift, and Commandant
DeWet's report suggests that he collected
there re¢nforcements from the north and
south and the small commando which
Gen. Roberts dispersed on Tuesday. Gen,
Koberts is not improbably fully occupied with
these, while Gen. Kitchener is trying to crush
Commandant Cronje. The silence of the Brit-
{sh commander certainly favors thia fdea,

It will be eeen that the Boer bulletn
does not represent the situation as being
fdentical with that described in the DBritish
despatches, and while it does not explain
the positions of the bLurghers at all, it
clearly suggests that they are not confined
to such a narrow area as the English eorre-
spondents state, Some part of the Boer force
seemd to have pierced the British lines, and
the whole narrative raises the hope among the
Boers' supporters that Commandant Cronje
will ultimately be able to extricate himseif
from his present dilemma.

The latest news from the Natal sida is cone
tained in a despateh from lUletermaritzburg,
dated Feb, 22,5:30 P, M., stuting that {ighting
was in progress that morniug in the noighbor-
hood of Pieters. Gen.Buller’s advance was being
opposed by the Poers with big guns and rifles
This foreé is believed to ha the rear guard of
the enemy, it being positivaly asserted that the
main Boer army is in full retreat, and that it
has oither abandoned the investment of Lady«
c«mith or taken a position to the north of the
town.

Itis reported, under daie of Feb, 21, from
Chieveley that Gen. White madea sortie from
Ladysmitn on Tuesday and captured a large
number of Boer wagons, Heavy flring was
proceeding in the direction of Ladysmith when
the despatch was sent, but it was not known
whether it was frum British or Boer guns.
The whole situation is undetcrmined,

The Times prints a despatch from Chieveley
which eonfirms the view taken by Tur Sux
eorrespondent in his despateh of Thursday,

ATTACK ON CROMNJE,

BRITISH

Bombardment of the Camp Where the Boers
Were Said to Be Saurreunded,

Specral Cab’s Despatehes to THE SUN

Loxpoxn, Feb, 23.—A news agency despatch
which was sent from Paardeberg, and was
dated Tuesday, Feb. 20, says: "Firing ceased
on Sunday at nightfall. Both sides were very.
tired and glad of a chanee to rest. The men
slept where they fought. All day the Highland
Drigade fought steadlly and sternly, and al-
though the men were much worn out by even-
ing the cordon had been completed and every
outlet closed. After nighttall perfeet silence
prevailed. A faw Boera cume into the British
camp. They confessed they were sick of fight
ing and had been urging Gen. Cronje to sur-
render, The men suffered terribly from thirst
during the fighting, but it was impossible to
supply them with water. Gen, Hector Mac-
donald was wounded in the foot, but not
eeverely.

“Monday morning found the enemy in the
same place, During the night they had con-
structad intrenchmonats around their laager,
which was still threatened. Col, Smith-Dore.
rien's force of infantry rested after the pre-
vious day's terrible work, but tha mounted
infantry and a battery of horse artillery started
to nbserve the enemy's position, A good de-
fensive position on a kopje wasseized and gar-
risonad, and the remainder of the foree con-
tinued the movement and completely turned
the enemy's position, on the axtremo left of
which there was a farmhouse, which was
strongly held This house was vigorously
shellad, The force returned to eamp at
nightfall, leaving a mgarrison on the ridge,
Lord Loberts arrived later and addressed
the troops, who cheered him anthusiastieally.

“To-day (Tursday) the infantry engaged the
Boers in the bed of the river, uriving them
back a short distance. Every apportunity had
been given the enemy to surrender, and when
toward afternoon they gave no sign of doing
so Lord Roberts determined to crush Gen.
Cron)e's resistance once and for a!l, Op the
south bank of the river he placed in position, at
arange of 2,000 yards the Eighteent), Sixty.

the bed of the river, whia shrapnel burst on
the edge of each bank. The eunfllading guns
mus* have done terrible execution, yet in a
spirit of desperate maluess now and again a
Boer would attempt asniping shot at one of
the naval gunners,

Another despateh to a news agency, which
was probably seut from Paardeberg on Tues-
dny night or Wednesday morning, says: “Gen,
Cronje's request for an armistice for twentye
four hours was refused,  Later on, another
messiage nerived to the,effect that if the British
weore Inhuman enough to refuse an armistice
for the purpos= of allowing the Boers to bury
their dead, tien. Cronje saw no other course
but to surrender. Gen. Kitehener thereup n
procecded to the Boer lnager to arrange for
the capltnlation, but was met by a messenger
who Informed him that the whole thing was a
mistake, that Cronjo had not the slightest In-
tent'on of surrendering, and that he would
flight til} ho died, Kitchener thereupon re-
turned to camp, and ordered the bombard-
ment resumed,

The interior of the housen near Colenso sta-
tion appear to have been ruthlessly damaged
The furaiture and windows have been smashed
and papers scattered in all directions. Five
spans of the railway bridge have been broken
down,

The Tugela is slight'y swollen, but not in
flood,

Loxpox, Feb, 23.—A despatch to the Times
from Ladysmith, dated Feb. 22, which was
heliogranhed vin Weenen, says: "Our pickets
have captured three armed Germans, who are
supposed to be Intelligenes Department men.
One had an ambulance certificate and wore a
hospital band. The bombardment on Feb, 21
wis very active,"

A despateh to'the Times trom Chieveley Camp
dated Wednesday says: "The Doer laagers
near Ladysmith are plainly visible. It is im-
possible to say, owing to the broken ground,
whether the Boers have fallen back. It is
quite possible that they oecupy the heights

behind the Co'enso position, as sceveral guns

are shelling us now.”

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GOLD BILL AGREED UPg!

THE CONFERENCE COMMITT N
CLUDES ITS WOR \

House Conferees Accept the retnllie

Clanse and, With Some Modifleations,

the Provision for Funding the Publie
Debt—A New Division of the Treasury
Created by the Bill to Be Known as the
Division of Issue and Redemption.

WasnixGTon, Feb, 23.-Senator Aldrich,
chalrman of the Finance Committee, reported
to the Scnate to-day the conference report on
the currency reform measure, known as House
Bill No. 1. The bill has been in conference for
u week, and the contost Letween the advo-
entes of the Senate and the House measurs
was quite stubborn. The most persistent
opposition of the House conferces was directed
toward the plan for the refunding of the
national debt and the provision with regard to
international bLimetallism, while the Senate
conferces ohjec'ad to certain parts of the
provision of the Honse bill which made inters
changeable all forms of money. An agreament
was reached, lhowever, on all amendments in
alspute, and after the bill had been read it was
orderod  printed  and  to lie upon the
table, Senator Aldrich, who went to Provide
ence this aiternoon, will on Wednesday call
up the bill and make a detailal statement of
its provisions, and on Thursday the report will
be formally considered in the Senate. Both
houses will undoubtadly ngree to the report us
it now stands, and the compromise bill will be
come o law.

The amended title of the bill is “Anact to
dofine and fix the standard of value, to main-
tain the rarity of all forms of money issued or
colned by the United States, to refund the
public debt, and tor other vurposes.” The
declaration of the gold standard is contained in
the following paragraph:

“That tha dollar consisting of twenty-flva
and elght<tenths grains of gold nine-tenths
fine, as establishad by Section 3,511 of tha Re-
vised Statutes of the United States, shall be
the s'andard anit of value, and all forms ot
money issuod or coined by the United States
shall be maintnined at a parity of value with
this standard, and it shall ba the duaty of the
gecretary of the Treasury to maintain such
parity.”

Section 2 provides that United Statygs notes
and Treasury notes issued under the aet of
July 14, 1800, shall be redeemed in gold coin
of the above stundard: and the Secrotary of
the Treasury is directed to set apart a
reserve fund of $150,000,000 in gold coin
and bullion to ba used in such redemption.
The Secretary I8 to use the notes so redeemed
to restore and maintain the ressryve fund:
First, by exchanging the notes so redeemed
for any gold eoin in the general fund of the
Treasury: second, by accepting deposits of gold
coin at the Treasury or Sub-treasury in ex-
change for the United States notes so re-
deamed; third, by procuring gold coin
by use of said notes, If the Secre-
tary is unable to 8o restore and
malntain the &old eoin in  the reserve
tund and it sha!l fall below $£150,000,000, he
ahall sell eoupons or registernd 3 per cent
bonds to restore the fund to the maximum of
